Lonpon, July 11.— The greatest newspaper report 
in London for many years—the Pall Mall Gazette's 
exposure of what it terms the “Maiden Tribute of 
the Modern Babylon“ -was prefaced last Saturday 
by an announcement printed in the Gazette's boldest 
type and emphasized by lavish underlining. The 
notice announced that, owing to the threatened 
abandonment of the criminal amendment bill, the 
Gazette proposed to publish the report of a special 
and a secret commission of inquiry, which the ed- 
itor had appointed to investigate the whole subject 
fully and fearlessly. The announcement was fol- 
loved by a clever caution which read as follows: 
“We advise the squeamish and the prudish not to 
read the Gazette next Monday or the three follow- 
ing days. The story of this pilgrimage into a real 
hell is not pleasant reading. It is not meant to be. 
It is, however, a record of unimpeachable facts, un- 
alterably abominable but true, and their publica- 
lication is necessary.

Aftera 
girl once enters a house, the police are heipless to 
interfere, and she can be ruined with comparative 
safety. 

Beginning the report of its special commission, 
the Gazette pointed out that the law, as at present 
constituted, was specially framed te enable the 
violation and outrage of legal women“ 
namely, girls of 18—with impunity. “The moment 
a female child reaches the axe of 18 she becomes in 
the eyes of the law a woman absolutely 
free to dispose of her person toany one who may 
succeed in cajoling or forcing her into sacrificing 
her virtue. Stephens’ digest clearly says that 
“the violation of a woman who has reached the age 
of 13 is not, in the eyes of the law, a rape, if her 
consent has been obtained, even by fraudulent 
means, although the girl may be totally ignorant of 
the vature of the act.” 

Many examples are cited to show how densely 
ignorant of the gravity and consequences of such 
acts a girl of 13 must naturally be, aud the case of a 
Birmingham girl of 14, whe, after undergoing the 
pains of childbirth, caimly turned to the 
midwife in attendance and remarked: It's all 
over, now; I'm so glad;" is held by the Gazette to 
furnish evidence that, having been relieved of pain, 
her concern. for her condition ceased. In a para- 

ph defining the responsibility of mothers, the 
on rasts the home influence to which chil- 

dren a sub jected in Protestant and Catholic fam- 
ilies, very much to the disadvantage of the former. 

„It is almost incredible.“ it says, that a girl of 14 
or 15 should be reared in such ignorance of her 
future duties as a wife and mother that her chastity 
may be violated without in the least arousing her 
conscience." 

„Many people.“ the Gazette says, imagine that the 
brothels fill themselves. It is a grand mistake. 
They are recruited for far more diligently and 
with more care to physique and attractiveness than 
is the Queen's army, whose members are among 
the chief patrons. Mrs. Jeffreys shortly before her 
conviction said mournfully that ‘business had been 
very bad since the Guards went to Egypt.’ Un- 
willing recruits for the army of vice were snared 
by advertisements from the country. They were 
usually engaged as servants, but, after 
being taken to the places where they 
supposed they were to render service, were 
made drunk or drugged and forced orcajoled into 
surrendering their virtue. 


THE SYSTEM OF PROCURATION. 

The article next describes the system of procura- 
tion in the West End of London, the most fashiona- 
ble quarter of the city. There the victims brought 
amuch larger sum than those procured in the 
eastend. The purveying was carried on system- 
atically by a firm whom the writer designates as 
“Mesdames X and ©.” Girls of the East End, who, 
up to time of their procuration, had been pure, 
fetched only £5 each, while their sisters of the West 
End brought prices ranging from £10 to £20. These 
figures, the writer of the article says, were 
verified in every instance and in- 
cluded the stipulated fee paid to the 
doctors for certifying that the intended victims 
were pure. Negotiations were carried on by the 
procuress in the most open manner. And the 
writer says he never experienced any difficulty in 
negotiating fora supply ef girls. He aiso dis- 
covered, in the course of his investigations, that 
the most vigorous of the procuresses were char- 
women who, while doing chores about town, in- 
veigied scores of young girls to their ruin. 

In the summary of a conversation with a pro- 
curess which follows, the business is described: 
To begin with, she offered as an excuse 
for engaging in her business that she 
was driven into it by poverty. She wasa widow 
with a large family dependent upon her fer sup- 
port, and it was absolutely necessary that ske 
should work to supply the needs of her children. 
Her second justification was the assumption that 
her victims would certainly be ruived sooner or 
later. and it was, therefore, better for them that 
they should be ruined by gentlemen who would pay 
them well, than that they should become the vic 
tims of moneyless boys who could not assist them 
pecuniarily. These two excuses seemed to 
satisfy her conscience and make ber feel 
that she was a benefactress to ber sex. 
As if to fortify berself in this capacity, 
the procuress related thaton one occasion she 
secured, through her ordinary method of proced- 
ure, a very pretty young girl of 15, whose immature 
figure was offset in a commercial sense by 4 ro- 
markably sweet face. She told her story, after- 
wards verified, which was to the effect that her 
mother was. ill. and £10 was needed to help her.

The commis- 
sioner who is investigating this branch of 
the Gazette’s commission was ordered to fellow X.

lowing morning with a doctor's certificate showing 
her to be innocent. On the next day the girl was 
brought according to agreement, and with her came 
a physician's certificate stating that her age was 14 
and that she had been duly examined and found to 
be pure. The girlsaid to the Commissioner that 
her mother was lying dead and that she had gone 
out to secure assistance, when she fell into the 
hands of decoys, who took her to Mme. X's estab- 
ushment. The Commissioner took the girl to her 
home and subsequently had her placedin good 
hands. 

The writer here gives an interview with Mme. X. 
The reporter asked if it were true that the demand 
for pure giris had fallen away lately, owing to de- 
ceptions, to which Mme. X replied that it was net 
her experience. We never have to resort te such 
deceptive practices. This house indulges in no 
counterfeiting. The goods are all genuine in every 
case. We find it so easy to obtain innocent girls 
that there is no necessity of reserting to the prac- 
tices alleged. We never have any trouble in ob- 
taining virtuous girls, and they are to be had for 
the taking, and it is not worth while manufacturing 
bogus ones. The prices have perhaps fallen, but the 
loss resulting from this is more than made up by an 
increased demand. For instance: Dr. —— who 
used to take a girl weekly at £10, now takes three 
in a fortnight at prices ranging from £5to £7 
each.“ 

What,“ exclaimed the reporter. take seventy 
innocent girls yearly!“ 

“Certainly,” replied Mme. X. “He would take a 
hundred if procurable; but,” she continued, be is 
so very particular we cannot supply him. He will 
not touch shop girls, and then, too, all must be over 
16, because of the law in regard to abduction. lam 
careful enough to keep within the pale of the law,” 
said the madame. 

Do girls become mothers after they are first 
sold?” 

Sometimes, then they affiliate; but I have 
never had such acase tooccurin my experience. 
Next Sunday.“ continued Mme. X, “I hare to 
take a coupe to Mr. ——, residing on Bedford 
Square. I take the girl Ina cab, drive through 
various streets, and reach the heus ein a reund- 
about-way. When we arrive at the residence we 
both go in. The girl sees the gentleman in private, 
remaining a few minutes, perhaps as long as a half 
hour. She naturally suffers. I then take ber away. 
If the victim at the last moment 
proves unwilling or seeks to 
Mesdames X. and T. do not hesitate to use force, 
holding the girl’s arms and head and stifling her 
cries with bed clothes.” 

The commissioner gave an order to Mme. X for 
five innocent girls to be obtained for his use. The 

girls were promptly found, and the commisioner 
being notified, he went with the girls and the pro- 
curess to a qector for an examination, Three 
were certified, and two were rejected because they 
were not attractive. The commissioner paid Mme, 
X. the price agreed upon, and departed, armed 
with the following vouchers: 
“Lonpon, June 27, 1885. 

“This is to certify that Ihave examined 
——, aged 16, and have found her pure. 

[Signed] N. b. 

“Lonpon; June 27, 1885. 

“I hereby ogres to let you have me for a present 
of £3. Iwill come to any address if you give me 
three days’ notice. I am 16 years eld.” 

This contract is signed with the full name and 
address of the girl. Many cases similar to this are 
detailed, and then follows a description of the 


girls, 

In a long article, entitled “We Bid Yeu Be of 
Hope,” the Gazette says: Tho report of our secret 
commissgsioa will be read with shuddering horror, 
and will send a thrill of indignant 
shame throughout the world. But the 
good it will do by its manifest and sickening revela- 
tions cannot fail to touch the hearis and arouse 
the eonsciences of all Englishmen. Terrible as is 
the exposure, the very horror of it isan inspira- 
tion. It speaks not of leaden despair, but with joy- 
ful promise of better things tocome. We may ex- 
cuse Cain, but we cannot ignore the dull, fierce 
smart and pain which must be felt by every detent 
man who learns of the kind of atrocities which are 
beiny perpetrated in cold blood in the very shadows 
of the churches and within a stone's throw of the 
law courts. \ 

A VERITABLE SLAVE TRADE 
is proceeding in the very heart of London, a 
traffic more revolting and more reprehensible than 
has disgraced civilization within the scope of his- 
tory.” 
EXAMPLES CITED. 

A girl named Annie, 15 years old, her family 
name is withheld, but whose good character is 
certified to by her Sunday- school teacher, tells the 
following story of the mauer in which she was 
entrapped: “A young girl friend, whom I had 
known for a long time, asked me to take a walk 
with her, which I did. She induced me to enter a 
restaurant where we met agentieman who my 
friend said was her uncle. I drank several times 
of wine of different kinds. I merely tasted 
mine at (first, but was persuaded to 
finish my glass. My head felt queer and I hardly 
knew whatI did. My friend said, ‘Annie, come 
up stairs.’ I said, What fer“ ‘Never mind,’ she 
replied; ‘you will get lots of money.“ My head was 
queer and I was dazed. But still I had misgivings 
that it was not right for me te go. My friend 
insisted and finally I went. Her uncle followed us. 
We went into a room where my friend began te 
nndress me. ‘What are you doing, you must not, 
1 said. I struggled hard but be. 
came dizzy, and at last lost my 
senses altogether. I remember nothing 
until I awoke and found myseif undressed, lying 
in bed and the man in bed with me. I screamed 
and begged him togoaway. He did not heed my 
entreaties, but held me down. A woman who was 
standing by the bed, said ‘keep quiet, you silly girl; 
you'll get lots of money. Oh, I was frightened 
and burt; but I was powerless. When all was over, 
the man gave the woman $40. She gave me half 
and kept half as her pay. I don't Know the man, 
and have never seen kim since.“ 

Another girl named Lizzie, 18 years of age, 
was deceoyed by ber dearest friend, 
who held her in bed while she was 
forced to.accede to the demands of a man who was 
present. She describes the occurrence thus: “The 
gentieman hurt mo and I yelled in agony. The 
Madam who kept the heuse came in, but did not 


offer to interfere. When the man had finished with 


me, he gave me £3.” 

This sumof money was quickly seized by the 
friend who had persuaded her into the house. The 
girl, Lizzie, has now been rescued. She is the 
motheriess daughter of a foreman in a Londen city 
warehouse, and left her father's house simply for a

“I once sold a girl aged 12 years for £20. Her 
purchaser was a clergyman who came to 
my house professedly to sell tracts. 
[have myself gone into the country and courted 
girls in all kinds of disguises. Sometimes I would 
represent myself as a traveling person. After 
securing the confidence of a girl I would propose a 
visit to London fera day to see the sights, a pro- 
peeal rarely, if ever, refused. Arriving in the city 
Iwould take the girl to a restaurant, give her 
plenty to eat and drink, especially the latter, and 
take her to the theater. After leaving the theater 
a visit to restaurant for supper would be prolonged, 
so that the last train would be lost. There being 
no other alternative, the girl would naturally ac- 
cept the offer of lodgings for the night. After she 
had gone to bed the rest of the business would be 
managed by my client, who, upon taking pessession 
would pay me £10 or £20 commission. In the 
morning the girl, knowing herself to be ruined, and 
being afraid to return home, weuld readily consent 
to enter a disreputable house." 

THE LONDON SLAVE MARKET. 

Under the head line Lendon Slave Market,” 
the Oemmissioner gives an account of his experi- 
ence in obtaining victims for immoral! purposes as 
follows: “With a view to ascertaining if such 
a market really existed, I visited a house to which 
I was directed, and asked to be supplied with a 
couple of girls within three days, whose innocence 
had been attested by a physician, at £10 each. 
Before the three days had expired the girls wera 
produced, and duly certified," 

The Commissioner next gives an account of an 
interview had with a notorious London procuress, 
under the head of “How Girls Are Bought and 
Ruined.” The Commissioner states that the 
woman, on being questioned as to the manner in 
which the victims are procured, informed 
him that the kidnaping of innocent 
girls had reached such extremes that 
respectable girls were fearful of going on the 
streets after nightfall in many quarters of London. 
She gave some terrible details of the devices re- 
sorted toin robbing the unwary of their senses 
and then hurrying them off while in a stupor to 
houses ef ill-fame. The most successful mode was 
for well-dressed wemen, ef bad character, to lay in 
wait for girls, and, on some pretext or other, strike 
up an acquaintance, invite them to partake of some 
refreshments, and dose their drinks. 

DOSES OF GIN

prey she feund were poor and pretty girls. She 
once went over a hundred miles after a school girl, 
and engaged her as a servant. She took the girl to 
London and readily sola her for £13. In her expe- 
rience she found that drugged and ruined girls 
never knew what happened to them until the next 
morning. Then they would cry a good deal from 
pain and the sense of their humiliation and ruin. 
In ninety cases out of 100, the vic. 
tims were usually girls under 15 
and when they realized their position they 
would abandon hope and lead a life of shame 
thenceforth. 

“Within the past seven years Ihave sold two 
girls for £20, one being 16 and the other being 15 
years old, and hundreds of others for various sums, 
One of the greatest risks of the trade is the escape 
of girls after being sold. It is the invariable rule 
that the seller delivers the girl at the railway sta- 
tios, where she is promptly placed inthe buyer's 
carriage, but the seller always takes the risk of de 
ltvering.”’ 

A TERRIBLE HOUSE. 

“A house exists in which the business is carried 
on of palming off girls who have been ruined and 
bringing them again into the market, and there 
is also connected with the establishment 
a department for ridding such girls of the conse- 
quences by malpractice. The woman who keeps 
the house is the only one who conducts the peculiar 
combination ef the business mentioned. She is a 
woman of great experience, and could, if she 
would, furnish more varied and extensive informa- 
tion of the details of her calling and its cennection 
than any person in London, but she cannot be 
bribed te tell the secrets, although large sums 
of money have been offered to her. Her chief cus- 
tomer is known to bean old man. This old man 
makes excursions —— to the east end of the city, 
where he watches the young factory girls as they 
emerge from the mills at lunch time. When 
he sees a girt who suits his peculiar fancy, it is his 
babit te win her confidence and accomplish her 
rum. If she proves particularly pleasing to him 
he sends her up tothe patching-up establishment. 

.. WHY THEY ARE NOT BEARD. 

“Why the cries of the victims are unheard,” the 
Gazette says, “some of the houses into which 
the young girls are lured for their ruin have under 

ground rooms and some are country villas, which 
have thick walls and are furnished with double 
carpets. The heavily curtained windews are se- 
curely closed by thick shutters, and in one of these 
places a girl might scream bime murder and her 
cries be unbeard. To some men the 
shriek of torture is the essence of delight. Girls 
are always found who are willing to enter upon a 
life of shame, but they sometimes repent and Aight 
desperately in self-defense. 

We are told of a case where the appearance ot

They 
were a hard looking crowd and seemed rather 
pleased with the notoriety which they had attained 
by reason of their arrest.

which a few weeks ago was the scene ofthe wild- 
est excitement and most eager hopes. The expla- 
nation is easy: The Liberals have laid down the 
burdens of office gladly, knowing that they will 
take them up again refreshed, ata time when the 
people may be led to turn their attention to future 
victories, rather than insist on dwelling on past 
defeats; therefore they care nothing more about 
the proceedings of the House, and leave the Gov- 
ernmeut alone with the Irishmen. Now, that the 
Tories are in office * fourth party 
has disappeared, and as Ashmead Bartlett is gagged 
with a small office, the mighty hail of questions 
has ceased and obstruction is a thing of the 
past. The Marquis of Salisbury has taken office 
without the pledges which he deciared, and he 
finds that never in the memory of politicians has 
public business made such progress. In one 
sitting thirty-four voteson the civilservice esti- 
mates passed. 
THE CONSERVATIVE CHANGE. 

A change has come over the Conservatives 
equally as great. The Marquis of Salisbury ex- 
pressing admiration tor Russia and complimenting 
the Khedive; Churchill thanking Gladstone in 
the most abject manaer; the Home Secretary 
graciously promising inquiries into all sorts of 
things; Biggar congratulating the Home Secretary 
on his admirable tone, and, above all, the very men 
who, for so long, denounced the idea of dropping 
coercion in the strongest language, are now out- 
doing Chamberiain and Dilke in taeir haste to dis- 
pense with it—all these astonishing changes almost 
make one doubt whether heis not dreaming. The 
last movement in the general right about face is 
that Balfour, the president of the Local Government 
Board, calmly takes the bill for removing the dis- 
{franchisement for medical relief out of Jesse Col- 
ling’s hands, thus appropriating for the Tory Min- 
istry the credit of 
THE BITTERLY-FOUGHT ADVANCED RADICAL REFORM. 
The moral aspect of the Tory procedure is 
clear enough; namely, there is not a 
single principle of conviction or precedent 
they are aot prepared to sacrifice at a mement's 
notice for present office or future electoral suc- 
Coss. 

THE POLITICAL ASPECT. 

The political aspect is not less serious; namely, 
the destruction of the traditional Conservatism as 
restraining the balancing factor of English politics. 
As the Spectator suggests that if the reckless Tory 
Democracy fails to take the wind out of the sails 
of the Radical party, it will be well if it does not 
succeed in taking the confidence out of Con- 
servative hearts. The most interesting aspect of 
the immediate future will be to watch the ap 
proach of the Nemesis. The future biographer of 
Gladstone will find an incident in the Commons the 
other night very instructive. 

HOBART PASHA. 

Hobart Pasha was recently restored to the 
British navy and increased to the rank of Vice-Ad- 
miral. When the question was asked the First Lord 
of the Admiralty on what ground the restoration was 
made, Lord Hamilton replied that he knew nothing 
avout it, that it was the act of his predecessor.

AFGHAN TRIBES SUPPORTING RUSSIA.

The 
antecedents aud the amount of experience of each 
man, where he worked andin what capacity, you 
will of course ascertain in each case. In important 
cases if lam in doubt I will endeavor to have per- 
sonal interviews with the most likely candidates. 
As tue efficiency of the yard is to depend very 
largely upon the character of the foreman, I wish 
to proceed deliberately aud with great care in cre- 
ating the force, and will give all necessary personal 
attention to it. It is idle to expec: liberal appro- 
priations for navy yard work, unless a great 
chan, e is made in this respect.

THE ENGLISH SCANDAL. 

Our special wire to-day gives us the leading 
features of the recent publications in the Full- 
Mali Gazette, exposing the vice of London, 
which have been the literary and social sensa- 
tion of the week. 

To the question was the publication defen- 
sible?” there can be but one answer. The 
record of crime must be either published or 
suppressed. If we deny the expediency of sup- 
pressing any publication of criminal news, as 
all sensible men de, then we cannot stultify 
ourselves by drawing the line when crime 
becomes so foul and widespread as to demand 
attacking on all sides. The well-meaning 
people who deprecate the publications in the 
Pall-Mall Gazette would be hard put to it to 
defend their position 

What is the cause of all this foul evil? What 
is the cause which makes London a modern 
and greater Sodom? It is the inequality of 
social condition. It is the conjunction between 
the depravity of the poor and the sensuality of 
the rich. The one feeds on the other. 

The polished beasts of London society who 
under a sleek and sanctimonious exterior have 
emulated the vices of the Emperors of Rome 
or of the priests of Moloch, are the result of 
generations of idleness, luxury, corruption and 
adulation. These evil conditions have borne 
their foul fruit. The victims have been fur- 
nished by the corresponding depravity which 
permeates the lower strata of English society. 

Is there any remedy? The exposure of an 
evilis along step towards remedying it. In 
modern times vice cannot face the exposure of 
publicity. Then better laws are a better safe- 
guard. Swiftand sure legal punishment can 
reach many forms of these vices. The spread of 
the vice is largely due te loopholes in the law 
through which the criminals have heretofore 
escaped. 

But the great redemption and salvation of 
modern society can be accomplished only by 
the enforcement of the greatest possibie equal- 
ity among its members. Monarchs and courts 
and hereditary nobles and entailed estates and 
social superstition are causes which in England 
make the rich richer and the poor poorer. In 
this country the case is not so bad, but still 
the neglect by the citizens of their political 
duties permits the growth of fertunes and 
social distinctions which must inevitably lead 
to the same result here as there, unless we 
realize our danger and avert it.

ACCUSED SENATORS. 

The latest sensation in political circles is the 
charge made against Senator MvuPurnson of 
New Jersey, by that faction of Democrats whe 


are opposing his re-election to the Senate. The 


charge is boldly made that, as the political tool 
of Tom Scort and the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
he treacherously conspired with the Republic- 
ans to help them carry New Jersey and recover 
centrol of the United States Senate, provided 
they would support SEWELL, a railroad man, 
for Senator, 

Those who make this charge produce, as 
proof, a memorandum made by Prrzr H. 
Watson, a former president of the Erie Road, 
regarding a conversation between MCOPHERSON 
and SZWELL which he overheard in room 26, 
at the Continental Hotel, Philadelphia, in 1878. 
According to this memorandum, the ¢aves- 
dropping president of E rieeverheard MePix 
son urging SWI to make a still-hunt fer 
the Republican Senatorial nemination in New 
Jersey, telling him how he could be elected, 
how important it was for the Pennsylvania 
Road to beat the New Jersey Democrats in that 
race, and why he, SEWELL, weuld stand a better 
chance of succeeding than any other good 
friend of the road. SEWELL declined te enter 
into the scheme unless Tem Scorr would agree 
that his, SEwWELL/s, salary as a railroad official 
should be continued during the whole of his 
term in the Senate, and MoPmErson thereupon. 
volunteered to see Tom Scorr, and, according 
tothe memorandum, did induce him to make 
the agreement in regard to the salary! 

Ordinarily it would be hard to believe an 
eaves-dropper, if he isa railroad president, 
when he pretends to report à conversation so 
dishonorable to two United States Senators; 
one @ Democrat, secretly werking for the de- 
feat of the party and the candidate he publicly 
professed to support in his ewn State; the 
other a Republican, agreeing to serve as a rail- 
road attorney in the United States Senate, but 
only on condition that he should have a rail- 
road salary througheut his term in addition te 
his pay as a Senator! 

But what is there in the subsequent service 
of the two Senators, ar in the general record of 
the Senate itself, for that matter, to 
discredit ‘Warson'’s story, shameful as it 
is?

It is evident to any observer that they 
do conspire and co-operate to put the interests 
of their employers above party, to manipulate 
both parties in that interest, to have always a 
solid kody of Republicans and Demo- 
crats leashed together by the same 
corporation string in every legis 
lative body, and to take care that, no matter 
which party wins, the corporations shall secure 
the prize, shall pontrol assessments, escape tax- 
tion, and prevent the enactment or enforce- 
ment of any laws not conducive to the further 
aggrandizement of the corporation barons. 

MoOPHERSON and SEWELL may prove an 
alibi, but the former President of Erie has held 
the mirror up to the true inwardness of our 
politics, and our Senatorial elections, especially. 
If they were not full of just such conspiracies,’ 
and corrupt bargains, the composition and the 
record of the Senate would be different, and it 
would not be as it now is, the most suspected 
and least trusted branch of Congress.

An Arizona delegation, asking Secretary 
LaMAR to have the Apaches removed to the 
Indian Territory, was astonished when told 
that there was such a law in the statute books 
as that of February 17, 1879, forbidding the 
removal of any more tribes to the Indian Ter- 
ritory. But for the timely efactment of that 
law, Arizona would have been relieved of th 
Apaches, New Mexico of the Navajoes, Utah 
and Colorado of the Utes, Idaho and Washing- 
ton Territory of the Blackfeet, Dakota and 
Montana of the Sioux, Crows and other tribes, 
and, with all this savagery corraled long ago 
in the Indian Territory, we should now be 
wrestling with Indian troubles ten-fold. more 
formidable than those which actually menace 
the frontiers of Southwestern States that are 
among the most important in the Union. For 
such a wrong as the proposed removal would 
be to the States bounding the Indian Territory, 
there would be no compensation but the settle- 
ment of the distant territories which other 
sections want settled and developed at the ex- 
pense of the Southwest. The transfer of the 
Cheyennes to the Indian Territory and the 
crowding back of the Sioux by Government 
action gave Dakota half a million white settlers 
in the course of a few years. Without any 
more violation of treaties, or cruelty to Indi- 
ans, or cost to the Government, a similar dis- 
position to remove the Indian barrier to South- 
western development would put a million white 
settlers in the Indian Territory in less than two 
years. To concentrate all our Indian wards 
there is to unite all the forces of the tribal 
system in one powerful and uncivilizable mass 
—a nuisance, an obstruction and a menace to 
all the adjacent States. Individually, the 
North American Indian can be civilized, or the 
tribes may be severally civilized in detail, by 
surreunding each with the industrial example 
and civilization of the white man, but not 
otherwise. Lot each section of the new West 
worry along with its own Indians. The Gov- 
ernment has no more right to dump them upon 
us than to gather up all the snakes, wildcats, 
coyotes and bears, and make the Southwest a 
reservation for all the vermin of the conti- 
nent,

The west coast natives from Cape Farewell 
te Smith Sound speak the same language with 
small dialectic differences, but the language of 
East Greenlend is entirely different, and the peo- 
ple, unlike the short, stout Esquimaux, are as tall 
as the North Europeans. Lieut. Holm has found 
them very friendly and obliging, and they have 
rendered his expedition much service. He is sure 
that they are not descendants of the Norsemen, who 
are said to have founded celonies on the east coast. 
He intended to winter at a large settlement in 65° 
north latitude, which Europeans have never visited. 
In all his wanderings along the coast he had not 
found the slightest trace of any Europeans coloni- 
zation.

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


Since Lady and Lord Churchill beat Corrie Grant 
and the Liberals at Woodstock, English politics 
have been very tame indeed, and, barring the 
change of Ministry, the Secretary for India and his 
gallant wife may congratulate themselves upon 
having furnished the political sensation of the 
season. Parliament has, on the whole, been very 
dull during the past week. The two parties are 
eyeing each other with more or less suspicion, but 
there has been nothing like a fight as yet, and 
neither excuse nor opportunity for auy. Gladstone 
is fulfilling his pledges to his successor, and setting 
the Liberal majority a good example by so deing. 
His speech dealing with announced pians of the 
Government drew hearty praise from tae Conserva- 
tive organ, the Standard, which is sufficient evi- 
dence of its high and honorable tone and perfect 
freedom from partisanship. 80 far it looks as if 
Salisbury, in the main, would adopt the Gladstone 
policy. The Irish coercion law has been dropped, 
but it was practically shelyed before; and there 
are no indications that the pending nego- 
tiations with Russia will be seriously disturbed by 
the substitution of a Tory for a Liberal Govern- 
ment, The Soudan will be left to stew in its own 
grease,“ as the late Ministry had already deter- 
mined. Wolseley's strong appeal to “Smash the 
Mahdi“ has been denied and there is small chance 
that any attempt will be made to retain a foothold 
even in Dongola. Certainly the defeated Liberals 
are being let down very easy. 

But all matters political, foreign and domestic, 


by the exceedingly dirty revelations of upper-crust 
London society by the Pall Mall Gazette. That 
these revelations are, for the most part, based on 
hard facts, for which abundant proof can be had, 
there is little doubt; but this rather increases 
than lessens the sickening shock they 
have given to all decent people. To 
what extent, if any, the heavily handicaped 
“cause of public morality” will be served thereby, 
remains tobe seen; but it is likely—judging the 
future by the past—that, after being a nine days’ 
wonder, the inside view of the modera Gomorrah 
will be allowed to go where the pious and philan- 
thropic wood bine forever twinetn. Meanwhile the 
attempt to suppress the publication has resulted, 
as might have been expected, in an enormous en- 
largement of the circulation of the Gazette, and 
papers cannot be printed fast enough to supply the 
demand. The proprietors have asked a police 
guard to protect their premises from the moo of 
customers, anda ‘harvest of cash will be réaped 
from this broadcast sowing of filthy seed. 

In refreshing contrast to the reigning scandal is 
the formal admission of the lately created 
Hebrew peer, Lord Rothschild, to the House of 
Lords. This most interesting and suggestive bis- 
torical event occurred last Thursday afternoon, 
The new peer was escorted to the bar by the Earl 
of Rosebery and Lord Carrington, and took the 
oath on a Hebrew copy of the Pentateuch, heid by 
deputy clerk Ralph Disraeli, brother of the late 
Earl of Beaconsfield. Altogetber it was the most 
impressive ceremony either branch of Parliament 
has witnessed for many a long day, 
and carries with it a still more 
impressive lesson, to those who remember the 
former political and social status in England of 
“God's chosen people’—whom Christians in all 
lands save our own, at ene time or another have so 
bitterly persecuted. 

Ireland is quiet, and even happy, under the new 
Viceroy, the Ear! of Carnarvon ,who was received in 
Dublin with tremendeus erthusiasm, and escorted 
to the Castle as if he had been the hero of some 
great Irish victory, instead of the representative of 
“the tyranny of the hated Saxon.” It is to be 
hoped that Carnarvon will be as popular six months 
hence as he is now; but uniess he is an exception 
to the most of his predecessors, it will hardly be 
safe for him to promenade in Phoenix Park next 
Christmas Eve without a sheet-iron overcoat and an 
escort of light infantry. 

Paris is now revelling over an unusally brilliant 
murder and suicide, with the customary crim-con 
accompaniments; and for a day er two even Victor 
Hugo and “perfidious Albion“ will occupy a back 
seat in public attention. As the double tragedy 
came close on the heels of a fire in a cemetery and 
a duel between a member of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties and a Bonapartist journalist, in which the 
latter was badly damaged, the people of the gay 
capital feel that Providence smiles on them this 
summer in the way of sensations. The Chinese 
Treaty is still under discussion in the Sen- 
ate, with good prospect of confirmation. 

The troubles in Anam are rapidly culminating, 
and it now looks as if the King ofthat country 
would lose his crown, if not his head, unless he 
submits to French demination. In event of non- 
submission and consequeat deposition, he will be 
succeeded by some kinsman who is willing to 
wear the French yoke, andaccept the usual bonus 
of French kicks and cuffs. The rascally business 
will end finally im the annexation (stealing) of 
Anam; unless the natives should somehow manage 
to whip and drive out the unscrupulous invadérs— 
a consummation devoutly to be wished by all hon- 
est folk. Anticipating a stubbora resistance from 
the Anamese, the officialsof the army and navy 
departments are making the necessary prepara- 
tions for a severe campaign. The Government 
has not yet heard from Salisbury on the Egyptian 
question, and shows no intention of raising a row 
in case of indefinite delay. What with home and 
other foreign affairs, French hands are full 
enough just now witheut the additional burden of 
an Eaglish war. 

The rumored alarm of Bismarck“ over the 
three votes which the Duke of Cumberland received 
in the federal Diet iu favor of bis claim tothe crown 
of Brunswick, is sheer bosh. The cast-iron Cha n- 
oel lor “was not born in the woods to be 
scared by an owl,” = and Cumberland’s 
claims and three votes trouble him much less than 
would a poor plate of soup.

THE GRANITE 


No Relief Let Afforded Property- 
Owners Along Broadway. 


The Thoroughfare Torn to Pieces for 
Three Blocks— What Fire Chief 
Lindsay Says—A Blaze Last Night 
That Could Not be Reached Owing 
to Impassable Streets — Another 
Serious Complaint, 


There Is no question about the defectiveness of 
the law which empowers a street contractor to tear 
up block after block of paving and grading while 
engaged in reconstructing any thoroughfare. As 
was fully set forth in yesterday's Post-DisPa TOR, 
tke Street Commissioner is authorized, with the 
approval of the Mayor. which approval he keeps in 
stock in the shape of thousands of painted placards 
to close any street upon which public work is 
being done. This authority, when it applies to 
closing business streets, is entirely too ex- 
tensive. A contractor may choose to tear up every 
block within the area comprised in his contract and 
thus completely choke traffic and prevent the 

assage of vehicies of all kinds in a certain quarter. 

t is left wholly to bis own discretion— there 
are few contractors who possess any quality of this 
kind—whether he will tear up one side of the 
street, one bock or a series of blocks. When 
Washington avenue was paved an aitempt was 
made to pave one-baif the width of the street at 
one time, leaving the other half open to vehicles, 
but the contractor who is doing the work on Broad- 
way evidently does not mean to accommodate 
anybody but himself. He has ripped up the thor- 
oughfare 

FROM WASHINGTON AVENUE TO OLIVE 

and piled the sidewaiks so high with granite that 
miniature bastions fine the street and the passage 
from one side to the other by a pedestrian becomes 
a kind of over-the-garden-wall achievement. The 

laints of insurance men who carry millions of dol- 
ars in policies on that street and within the poiats 
named go for naught with the contractor, who does 
not care a fig whether the Fire Department is pre- 
vented from working or not, and whose vy hae 
convenience in case of a conflagration would a 
few hours delay in work upon the street. Broadway 
is in worse condition to-day than it was yesterday, 
notwithstanding the insurance men carried their 

rievance to the Mayor and to the Chief of the Fire 
Department The only consolation afforded them is 
a demonstration by reference to the printed city 
ordinances that the law is responsible for the ob- 
struction, and as long as the law exists no remedy 
can be provided by anybody except the autocrat 
who is doing the pubiic work by contract. This 
contractor could very easily accommodate the citi- 
gens and the Fire Department, and leave the 
insurance men without any cause for grumbling 
merely by doing his work piecemeal, taking block 
after block, and c.earing the space behind him as 
he proceeds. The Mayor said to the insurance 
men that he would see what he ceuld 
do about it. He wil probably 
beseech the contractors to do their paving in the 
manner bere suggested; if they refuse to do so, the 
insurance men and property owners must continue 
to grin and bear it, and it is possible, as was openly 
threatened by several agents for large companies 
yesterday, many policies will be canceled. 

In the Street Commissioner's office it is held that 
the closing of the streets do not at all interfere 
with the work of the Fire Department, and that the 
efficiency of the department would not be im 
if Broadway were torn to pieces from Chouteau 
to Franklin avenue, as tke cross streets would remain 
open, the space around the fire plugs would be 
kept clear, and there were alleys 
in which the department could work. 

CHIEF LINDSEY,

VINCENNES’ LOSS. 


Destruction of an Extensive Cooperage 
Establishment—Heayy Losses.

Vincennes, Inp., July 11.—About noon to-day 
another destructive fire visited this city, originating 
in the engine room of the Vincennes Manufacturing 
Company, a mammoth establishment, located in 
the northern part of the city, on the Wabash River, 
and used for the manufacture of barrel headings, 
staves, and such work.

LEE’S SURRENDER. 


General Grant Once More Describesin 
a Few Words the Circumstances. 
From the Denver (Col.) Tribune. 


Below is printed a letter from General U. 8. 
Grant. It was written in 1880 to John W. 
Wilson, now of Denver, but then of Saginaw, 
Mich, and settled the oft recurring controversy 
as to how General Lee surrendered to General 
Grant at Appomattox. When Mr. Wilson was 
living in Saginaw he read the following state- 
ment of am eye witness” to the surrender: 

SaGinaw Ciry, December 2, 1880. 
Mrs, Charles Doughty: 

MapaM—Please find inclosed a piece of the 
celebrated Appomattox apple tree under which 
General Lee surrendered his sword to General 
Grant April 9, 1865. Madam, I had the pleasure 
of witnessing the first meeting between the two 
Generals. I stood about twelve rods from them. 
After they talked about fifteen minutes Gen- 
eral Lee drew his sword and handed it to Gen- 
eral Grant. The latter received it and ex- 
amined the blade. He then returned it to Gen- 
eral Lee with the remark: ‘‘General, keep your 
sword; it can not be worn to a braver man.” 
Many a time 1 have been offered money for it, 
and i have been asked several times to donate 
it to the State, but I could not part with it. 
But in view of the noble work you are engaged 
in, I have made up my mind to donate it to the 
Home all in his name, and, like the widow's 
mite, I hope it will be of some help in a worthy 
object. Yours, very respectfully,

From the French of Alphonse Daudet. 

We were passing up the avenue of the 
Champs Elysees with Dr. V., tracing in the 
walls riddled by shells and the pavements torn 
by grape-shot the story of Paris besieged. As 
we near the Rond Point de 1 Etolle the Doctor 
paused and pointing to one of those great cor- 
ner houses so showily grouped around the Arc 
de Triomphe—

An Army of Silk Worms at Work.

The muitidude of sik worms which have been 
feeding for the last few weeks at the Corticeili 
Silk Milis is a sight tobehotd.

High Base-Balf Salaries. 

In regard to the high salaries now being paid ball 
players, a writer in the Sporting Life says: When 
the American Association was organized in 1882 
salaries were at a low ebb and players were glad to 
get employment at any salary at all, but to what 
enormous proportions have they now grown? For 
instance, Comiskey of St. Louis played for $450 in 
1882; in 1885 he gets $3,000, or thereabouts. Wolf, 
the splendid right fielder of Louisville, played in 
1882 for $36 per month and Browning for $60; each 
now receives in the neighborhood of $1,800 per sea- 
son. Tony Mullane signed for $540 in 188 and 
$5,000 in 1885. Jack O’Brien of the Athletics played 
for $450 in 1882; in 1885 he gets about $2,200. Jim 
Keenan got $750 in 1888, and he now receives as 
much as that per month, if reports speak truly. 
Swartwood got $600 in 1882 and $1,800 in 188. I 
might go on fora long time with similar compari- 
sons. give these American Association figures, 
as I am most familiar with them. 
I expect the League could furnish many similar 
examples. Even in the League, which until the 
last two years contained the best players and paid 
the heaviest saiarjes, from $1,200 to $1,500 were con- 
sidered good salaries to first-class players, pitchers 
and catchers, and the best of batsmeu and fielders. 
Now it is not an uncommon thing for outfleiders to 
get $2,000, and pitchers and catchers from $2,500 to 
$5,000. Indeed, the list of players getting $2,000 
and upward inthe League and American Associ- 
ations would be quite a long one. The day when 
$15,000 per season was considered an exorbitant sal- 
ary list is not long past, while now a club that can 
not show up a salary list of $25,000 is considered a 
second-class institution. And this extravagance in 
salaries is not confined to tae League and American 
Association. All the smaller organizations are 
affected in like manner.

The Yankee Suliivan-Morrissey Fights. 

When one reads nowadays of the Champion Sul- 
livan, of which Boston sporting men are so proud, 
there are many of the younger generation who 
forget that just about a generation ago there was 
another Champion Sullivan whose prefix was 
Vankee.“ The Sullivans must be a pugilistic 
family, for in the days of Yankee Sullivan and Tom 
Hyer and Bill Poole, the name of Sullivan stood as 
high almost in pugilistie circles as it now does. In 
1855 there was in the little spot formed by the junc- 
tion of the three States, New York, Massachusetts 


and Connecticut, a little territory of 1,700 acres in 
extent, known as Boston Corner. On the east was 
a high range of mountains neariy 2,000 feet in 
height, which were the continuation of Green 
Mountain range. The only passageway across 
was a small, narrow footpath. By act of the Leg- 
islature Boston Corner was no longer a part of 
Massachusetts, aud until after the events to be 
narrated, Boston Corner was a sort of State by it- 
self. Tue only difference was that it had no State 
Government, and its inhabitants had no taxes to 

ay, no jury duty to perform, or no laws to obey. 

hus under the circumstances the sporting men 
of New York City and elsewhere, in  cast- 
ing about for a place in which to arrange 
a prize fight, saw at once that Bosion Corner was 
& place possessing far greater advantages than any 
othe. Soin October of 1 those wao had the 
matter in charge of arranging a prize between 
Yankee Sullivan, who was considered one of the 
best men in the country. and John Morrissey, 
who was a young wan with a reputation about 
Troy, Cohoes and vicinity, of being a terror, and 
who would make up in strength aud endurance 
what he lacked in science. Sullivan had been 
beaten by Tom Hyer in Maryland some time before, 
yet it was conceded that Sullivan was the most 
skillful fighter in the country, and there were 
many bets that he would make short work of the 
4 © py Morrissey. The New York and Har- 
lem Railroad had been completed in 1832, and it 
passed through Boston Corner, bringing its people 
in communication with the outer worid, The Har- 
lem express trains made only the necessary stops 
for wood and water, and, of course, did not think 
of stopping at such an insignificant piace as Boston 
Corner, where three different railroads now meet. 
The train slacked up at Boston Corner, and the 
roughs were precipitated upon the State. The 
rural citizens viewed this incursion of roughs witi 
fear and curiosity. Iu the meantime teams loaded 
with rural curiosity-seekers began to come from 
every direction, Fights were frequent, and the 
roughs raided the surrounding hen-roosts and barn- 
yards. Chickens, turkeys, caives and shoats were 
taken, and no pay Was given; rail f-nces were torn 
down, and the calves apd pigs were butchered and 
roasted. Meantime, ground had been staked off, 
and from the rural notel came Yaukee,Sullivan and 
bis attendants and John Morrissey and his escort. 
A fight of ever thirty rounds ensued, and Suilivan 
would have won had not the referee declared a foul 
in consequence of Morrissey having been hit below 
the belt. Morrissey was horribly punished aud so 
was Sullivan. Whenthe decision was announced 
there was dissatisfaction among Suliivan’s adber- 
ents. In short order there were fifty seuffles, and 
torn clotning, bruised eyes and battered noses were 
frequent. Tue train that had been so uncere- 
moniously treated shot ahead and went up to 
Chatham, where the down New York was met. The 
New York conductor gave infurmation to his fellow- 
conductor of the way in which he oad been treated. 
When the train came down two hours later the 
roughbs had a red out, but by arrangement with 
the engineer and train hands it was decided to dis- 
obey the signal and shoot by. This was done suc- 
cessfully. The train was apparently going to stop, 
but finally steam was let on with all force and she 
whizzed by at the rate of twenty miles an hour. 
Some of the roughs fred pistols after 
it, fortunately without hitting any ove. One of 
them who was quite active undertook to grab the 
rail of the hind car, aud promptly went to grass 
twenty feet away, doing ground and lofty tumbling 
as he went. What was te be done? The fight was 
over and 300 roughs were stranded at Boston Corner. 
The farmers and country sports drove in terror 
from the spot. They did not like Bowery 
methods. The roughs had sacked the place and 
the women of Boston Corner fied iu terror to their 
neighbors, a mule or two away. Finally the crowd 
found that there was a mile train that ran from 
Milierton to New York every morning aod returned 
every night. It was now alter 9 o'clock at night. 
Both Sulivan and Morrissey had been buudled mio 
wagons and taken iuto Duchess County to bo out of 
the way of legal proceedings. The crowd there- 
upon, to the number of 800, marched down the 
track to Millerton, seven miles below. On the way 
down they set fire to several haystacks and small 
barns, and wherever a house Was near enough tuey 
wou.d rouse the sleeping inmates by sending a 
shower of stones through the windens. When they 
arrived at Millerton it was nearly midnight, and by 
threats of burning the village they inducea the 
train Lands to fire up tue engine and take the crowd 
back to New York, and thus the community was 
glad to get rid of them .—{Gazette.

The Cost of a Fisher's Outfit. 
From the Lewiston Jeurnal. 

Many people have asked me about the cost of u 
fishing triptothe lakes. That depends on your 
enthusiasm and your pocketbook. The outfit of a 
fisherman may cost several hundred dollars, with- 
out his having thrown away any money.. The 
habitual fisherman usually has a Knickerbocker 
suit, stockings, breeches, frock and hat complete, 
and a pair of rubber pants for wading. But he 
spends most money on his tackle. He has three or 
four nice rods packed in a neat. leather case, and 
enough lines, hooks, flies, leaders, sinkers, swivels, 
and other bewildering apparatus, to stock a coun- 
try store. All these things are expensive, and his 
little leather trunk in which they arepacked costs $5 
or $10. A good silk line costs $3. and a deceut reel 
$5. He may pay as much as he hasa mindto for 
arod. Then he must have a bait-pail, landing-net, 
worm-box and a dozen other tra He must have 
a guide, which costs $2 or $3 aday for wages, and 
$1 50 a day for board. He must pay for a boat, be- 
sides. 

1 don't suppose that a man can catch trout any 
hetter in a pair of corduroy knee-breeches and 
$150 worth of tackle than he can inan old pair of 
winter pants and with a cheap set of tools. A man 
may go to the lakes and enjoy himself as well and 
catch as many fish with a cheap rigging as if he 
put on all the frills; yet, paradoxical as it may 
seem, I notice that the feliows with the frills get 
the most fish. They do not have this success be- 
cause they are decorated, but because a man who 
is sufficiently devoted to fishing to pay $300 for an 
outfit will pursue the trout with more persistency 
thau a fellow who goes up on a lark and doesn’t 
care whether he catches many fish or not.

Records Broken in Ireland. 

The annual sports of the County Kerry Athletic 
Club, at Tralee, June 17, attained to even greater 
prominence than the most successful of their pre- 
decessors, owing to the splendid performances ac- 
complished by W. J. M. Barry, Queen's College A. 
C., Cork, and J. Purcell, Dublin A. C., who, in their 
respective departments succeeded in establishing a 
best-on-record.

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Comparison of Wages Paid Mechan- 
ics in America and Europe. 


— — 


The Building and Other Trades Con- 
trasted— The Relative Cost of Living 
Differences in the Wages Paid the 
Same Class of Workmen. 


It makes a vast difference to a man who does a 
week's work whether he receives for his reward 
$8 50 or 824 on Saturday evening. Such, never- 
theless, appears to be about the difference between 
the weekly wages paid to the building trade in some 
European towns and in America, according to the 
last United States Consular Reports, just issued. 
From this statement Italy wouid appear to carry 
off the palm for wages that are a mere satire upon 
payment for labor, hod carriers and plumbers’ 
assistants getting but $1 70. a week, which seems 
hardly worth getting out of bed to work for. 
Amongst European countries England has the 
highest scale of wages, it being possible for 
a good bricklayer to make $9 a week, 
where America gives $24 for the same work. 


In the character of its manufactures and the tem- 
per of its operations Englaud approaches nearer to 
the United States than perhaps any other country, 
and its labor conditions therefore come into more 
direct competition with ours; though Germany and 
France in these regards press c.osely in the wake 
of Eng and. From the following statistics it is 
very easy to perceive what an enormous advantage 
the American mechanic has over his European 
brother; an advantage in actual solid cash that no 
international differences in the price of food or 
clothing can bridge over. In the building trade 
this is remarkably conspicuous, bricklayers, masons, 
plasterers and others receiving in America three 
times the wages paid in England and very nearly 
five times as inuch as their less fortunate brethren 
in some parts of Germany, Italy and Austria. 
IN THE MORE IMPORTANT MANUFACTURING COUNTRIES, 
England, Germany and France, the wages of me- 
chanics differ to the extent of 100 per cent in dif- 
ferent parts of the country For example, a 
lumber’s weekly wages in Birmingham average 
42, while in Plymouth he rarely exceeds $4 78; 
in Faimouth he does well if he receives on Satur- 
day night the sum of $5 75, while Nottingham 
and Leeds he can successfully demand $10. 
Germany there isthe same difference,the wares 
as a whole being much lower, but the cost of livin 
a trifle less. A bookbinder in Bremen can deman 
for sixty hours' wort between $5 and $6 and get it, 
while the same manin Breslau, working the same 
length of time, will be lucky if he makes $2 75. 
In the United States, right here in 
Missouri, the plumber can make 821, 
while the bookbinder who is ciever at 
his work can carry home if he does not drink be- 
tween $16 and $17, equally to his own satisfaction 
and that ef his family.

In glancing over the above statistics one or two 
a facts press themselves upon our notice 
ois first, of course, being the immense advantage 
the American mechanic has over his 
European brother. Even if the cost 
of living were double in America what it is 
in Europe which, as we shall presehtly prove it cer- 

is not, the American mechanic would still 
be considerably on the right side of his earnings. 
The next point is the difference between Eastern 
and Western wages injAmerica, the former being. as 
u general rule, at least one-third less than the latter, 
while the cost of living is greater. Our own State 
seems to k up well in its prices, rarely falling 
below the highest average. Tue iron industry also 
compares favorably, taking Birmingham iron 
works, which give the highest wages in Europe, 
and Chicago Rolling Mills, which give the highest in 
America.

outside of land (where the food supply is ap- 
proximate in kind and degree to that of this coun- 
try) there is but little left in common whereby to 
make comparisons between the food-purchasing 
power of wages in Europe and the United States, 

IT SHOULD BE BORNE IN MIND 
also that the better classes of food, beef, mutton 
veal, butter and rice are for the most part, as stated 
above, cheaper t cities of the United 
States thin in Europe. They are here daily neces- 
saries for the better class of skilled workmen, 
never absent from some one meal of the day, and 
frequently present at ali three: while the concur- 
rent testimony is that even to the best paid work- 
ing classes of Europe they are in the main 
luxuries which can seldom enjoyed. 

As illustrating the dietary of the British working 
classes, two extremes may be taken. viz,: An arti- 
san in Birmingham, who earns from $7 W to $8 40 
per week at his trade, and whose wife and children 
also work, the total income of the family amount- 
ing to about $583 per annum. This represents the 
most favorable conditions of labor in England, and 
we will, therefore, take in comparison a female 
tackmaker in St. Quentain earning $1 16 per week 
of four days, this being counted full time at present 
in this trade. The bill of fare of the first family is 
given as follows: Breakfast, bread, butter and tea 
or bread and bacon; dinner, fish or meat, vegeta- 
bies and beer; tea, bread and butter tea; sup- 
per, bread and cheese and beer, 

In the case of the nailmaker, her husband is a 
ardener earning 84 per week; her brother and 
rother’s wife both work at nail-making and earn 

together about $8 85 per week or $172 per annum. 
After paying reut and fuel for the forge, they have 
$2 43 per week left for fgod and fuel; their food 
consists of bread and butter with a bit of bacon at 
times, and they hardly ever eat fresh meat. 

THE CONSUL-GENERAL For GEauant 
is of opinion that the necessaries of life in the 
shape of food are higher in Berlin than in the city 
of New York. Cotton goods are cheaper in New 
York, boots and shoes about the same, and wool 
silk and linen cheaper in Berlin. This experienced 
authority has no doubt but that an artisan can live 
as cheaply in America as Germany, if he will 
live in the same way. By a glance at the statistics, 
showing the immense difference in wages in favor 
of the American artisan, it will at once be seen how 
great are the advantages of the American workman 
over the German one; the former earning from 
three to five times the wages of the latter. They 
are compelled to select the very cheapest kind of 
all articles. They consume but little meat 
or coffee, and scarcely any sugar or tea. 
Black or rye bread is preferred by 
some of the more weaithy people, and no other is 
used by the laboring classes, while their butter is 
of the very poorest kind, often mixed with lard. 
Sometimes seasoned lard alone is used by them as 
a substitute for butter. The artisan in America is 
better housed, paia, fed and clothed. The question 
therefore arises: Is it the poor workman that 
earns the low wages, or the low wages and their 
consequences that niake the poor workman. There 
is no doubt, whatever, that the latter is the correct 
placing, hence the German in Americe ranks 
amongst our very best artizans. 

A comparison of the life of the artisan in France. 
Belgium, Russia and the other counties of Europe 
wouid now be in order; but space will not permit of 
further discussion on this subject. Of the necessi- 
ties of life other than food, clothing in general can 
be purchased more cheaply throughout the conti- 
nent of A than in Ameri 9 mate— 
rials of the higher grades. In gland. however, 
the same grades of clothing cost about the same as 
here. A rather wide-spread error obtains on this 
point; the popular idea being that clothing and 
material is much dearer in America. This is a mis- 
take, as a visit to any great establishment in New 
York will abundantly testify. 

House rent in Europe is apparently lower than 
in America; but the habitations are usually infe- 
rior to those in the United States. Glancing 
over the whole comparison of the life and wages of 
the European and American artisan and reduci 
it to a conciusion (bearing in mind that the hours 
of work are about the same and the cost of living 
fairly averaged), there can be no doubt whatever 
but that the American mechanic is nearly double 
as well off—as well paid, housed and fed—as the 


European.

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BEFORE-DINNER TEA. 


Something About a New Fashionable 


Mania. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 


The very latest fancy, 3 to almost 
a mania, affecting fashionable society in San 
Francisco is tea drinking before dinner. In 
many of the old English novels, and not a few 
of the new, the before-dinner tea is frequently 
spoken of. Miss Githa was so affected by the 
news of her lover’s departure for the Soudan 
that her hand trembled visibly as she handed 
papa his tea before dinner;” or, My Lord 
Charles was in a sad plight for his tea, without 
which sobering drink itis probable he could 
not have appeared at dinner.” But the English 
custom includes eating, sometimes a biscuit 
or a piece of cake, or—horrible to contem- 
plate—some fruit. That part of the before- 
dinner tea is in bad taste on every ground. 
It takes the edge off of the appetite, spoils 
the palate and makes the raisong too near a 
meal to be taken even an hour before dinner. 
In San Francisco the custom, happily, is to eat 
nothing with the tea and have it immediately 
preceding dinner. The tea is served a la Russe 
—that is, with lemon, or lemon and sugar. 

e Russians to be sure, are said to drink 
brandy in their tea, but that is not tea a la 
Russe, and even if it were, the fact would not 
excuse the practice. The before-dinner tea, 
then, is served with lemon and sugar—very lit- 
tle of either, or you have simply a hot lemon- 
ade in your cup. It should be served just be- 
fore dinner, after every one is dressed for the 
principal event of the day, and in whatever 
room is generally occupied before the repast, 
whether parlor, library or sitting-room. One 
needs only to have seen a before-dinner tea 
service 83 presided over to understand 
fully why it has been taken up with such en- 
thusiasm by fashionables. 

ARTISTIC AND SOCIAL POSSIBILITIES. 

Of course, the tea is not only made, but 
served, by the lady of the house, or the oldest 
daughter, and a lady never looks quite to such 
advantage as when seated by a parlor table, 
before a glittering pile of Wedgwood, Dresden, 
or Sevres, and a shining brass or copper tea- 
kettle, handling the sugar tongs and lemon fork 
with that little air of thoughtful regard for the 
taste of her guests which a woman always as- 
sumes when she presides over such a service, 

Enough has already been said to show what 
artistic ibilities this before-dinner tea pre- 
sents. Notonly isthe old china displayed to 
advantage, and the kettle and spirit-lamp 
heater which came over in the —— 
brought out for close inspection and practical 
use, but the little tea table offers a new direc- 
tion for the manifestation of decorative needle- 
work in its tea cloth, and the lady of the house 
can wear an apron of such richness, daintiness 
and beauty that when it is cast asidé after tea 
is served it can be allowed to hang over a chair 
as a piece of ornamental drapery. It is sur- 

rising how pretty a domestic woman 

or dinner can make herself look by the addi- 
tion of a tea-service apron, and to look domes- 
tic sometimes amuses some women who are 
anything but that in fact. For it is uuderstood 
that no servant is allowed to take any part in 
this before-dinner tea other than to bring in 
service and the kettle of water. The lady of 
the house must arrange the service, light the 
r ay wg the heater, pour the boiling water 
on the tea, time the five minutes which it is al- 
lowed to draw, prepare the lenon—or lime 
and sugar, and pour the tea, letting some gen- 
tleman assist in eee | the cups if it is a din- 
ner party, or passing them herself if the dinner 
be en famiile. 

REMARKABLE TRANSFORMATIONS. 

The rage for this sort of thing has converted 
many an old and valuable punchkettle into a 
teakettle and performed various other trans- 
formations. In one fashionable house in this 
city the lady of the house always serves tea 
before dinner in her 8 and with equal 
regularity her husband smokes his pipe in the 
same room after dinner. He kept his tobacco 
in a lovely Kaga jar, which his wife gave him 
for that purpose. When he lit his pipe after 
dinner a few evenings ago he received a decided 
sensation. There was something wrong, dread- 
fully wrong, with that tobacco. He examined 
the Kaga jar and found it filled with—tea! 
The writer saw a beforedinner tea service in 
use the other evening, in which a Roman bow! 
of Samian ware, which must have cost a small 
fortune, was humbly doing duty as a slop bowl.

MUSICAL PITCH. 


An Agreement of English Musicians to 


Adopt the French Diapason Normale. 
From the Pal! Mall Gazette. 

A public meeting, convened under the 
auspices of the Royai Academy of Music, was 
held on Saturday afternoon at St. James’ Hall 
to consider the desirability of a standard 
musical pitch for the United Kingdom. The 
chair was taken by Sir G. A. Macfarren, prin- 
cipal of the Academy, and among those present 
were Mr. Stanley, Mr. A. J. Hilis, Mr. Otto 
Goldschmidt, Mr. Hipkins, Dr. Stainer, Mr. 
Bosanquet, . Hopkins, Mr. C. E. 3 
Mr. Curwen, Mr. Van Blene and Dr. W. H. 
Stone. The chairman in opening the proceed 
ings, said that the variation of pitch between 
England and other countries occasioned very 
great inconvenience to —— who practiced 
the art of music interchangeably in different 
nations. The direct cause of their being invited 
to that meeting was an official communication to 
the directors of the Royal Academy of Music 
from the Foreign Office. A commission had 
sat in Brussels on the subjectand the result of 
that was that the Belgian Government had 
determined to adopt the French diapason nor- 
male in all public musical institutions, schools 
and military bands.

Yates and his wife, leading performers at that 
period, had £20 a week between them; King, the 
original Sir Peter Teazle, had £8 a week; Mrs. Cib- 
ber, £15; Mrs. Pritchard, £14, and the famous Kitty 
Clive, £10 10s, At Drury Lane last Christmas each 
representation of the pantomime involved an ex- 
penditure which would have gone far to have de- 
Irayed David Garrick's expenses in paying his 
humerous company of histrionic celebrities for the 
entire week.

But 
as the peasant girl she wore diamonds in her ears 
and on her breast and her arms, and people us 
to wonder how she had the face to sing in front of 
her mirror with all these riches on her. 

For a servant there's no denying 

Here's a shape that is not much amiss.” 

The shape was amiss, because it was scragzy. 
And so Kellogg used to show as little as possible, 
and by undoing one button in her dress the whole 
used to drop to the floor and then display nothing 
but aprim underdress. And of this scene Alta 
Norman makes the principal one of the opera. She 
elaborates it to the proper time of the music, and 
all with an unconscious air of innocence that makes 
the women in the audience clap their gloved hands 
in an ecstasy of astonishment. Only a beautiful 
woman could do this. and Alfa Norman has not 
alone a pretty and mobile face, but one of the 
most beautiful forms that ever was seen 
upon the stage. She pretends to be no more 
than the peasant girl which she is in the opera. 
Her clothes are simple, neat and exquisitely white. 
While singing of her lover she removes the pins 
from her Italian headdress and apron, and then she 
gradually unfastens the lacing of her bodice. This 
comes Oif, and is gracefully folded On the chair at 
her side. The warbling: proceeds, and the band 
about her waist is undone; and she steps out of her 
skirt for all the world like a young girl at her 
mirror. The audience begins to wonder where all 
this will end, and, perhaps, some of the ladies in 
the audience become a little nervous. But this is 
not all, for there is still a sort of Italian under waist 
of white muslin to remove, It takes some time, for 
there are buttons and lacings to it without end. 
The audience hold their breath until it comes off, 
but it reveais shoulders and arms that would make 
the glory of any woman. By the time this is done 
Zeriina stands in a species of Princess chemisette 
ail in white—not the slightest bit of laceor furbelow 
—just what a peasant girl would have.

Burnham, a Chicago Astronomer,: 
Who Squints at the Stars.

Court Stenographer Who Was 
Honored by the Royal Astronomical 
Society of England — How the 
Modest, Self-Made Scientist Aston- 
ished the American National Pho- 
tographers' Society. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

CMA, Inu., July 10.—Is it not a strange thing 
for a man to live among the stars? Let me tell you 
of such a man. I will weave you as weird a story 
as ever you heard; and it’s true, too—as true as 
life, which is the weirdest, truest thing we know; is 
it not? Did you ever hear of Burnham? No, Pil 
warrant you, not. You do not know him, nor does 
his next door neighbor. I've lived within half a 
block of his odd drab cottage for several years 
gone by I've passed him on the street and nodded 
to him as a neighbor. I've seen him at court (he’s 
the shorthand writer in Judge Gresham's room), 
and I’ve thought to myself full many a time: 
„What a modest, hard-worked, accommodating 
fellow that is —my neighbor Burnham—but never 
until to-day did I know what a universe he lives in, 
that you and I scarce ever get to. 

You've loafed, I think, on a moss-green bank in 
summer, and looked away into the vaulted blue 
above and watched the white clouds skimming by, 
and at night you've hung above the garden gate, or 
sat in the latticed shadow of the perch and peered, 
with wife or maid, deep into the star-litdome. You 
have thought of the worlds above and shrunk with- 
in yourself at a sense of your infinite smallness: but 
did you ever live with the stars and make nightly 


walk among them, loving them, calling them by 
name and traversing with them in their dew-wet 
paths the endless cycles of space? 

I know a man who never pays his bills—because 
he cannot. He never gets down to earth. In a world 
where men must think of paving stones or picket: 
fences, and even woman must dicker in stocks and 
bonds or daily rub her soul out on a wash 
then hang it up on a line to dry, it is oftimes need- 
ful to swoop down from the blue empyrean and 
pick upa dollar or two. But Burnham lives there 
up there—all the time, and long after you and I 
have melted away with the clod, his name will hang 
as high in the heavens’ blue, and almost as lasting, 
too, as the stars that have been his comrades, as 
the deep, dark paths that you and I have not dared 
toenter, for who knows where they lead unto— 
perhaps to the uttermost gulf of nothing, perhaps 
to reaims of joy, perchance to the edge of despair.

Burnham—let’s call him Burnham, for I give 
my word that’s what they'll call him a thou- 
sand years from now—not 8. F. Burnham, 
but simply Burnham, like Moses, or Herschel, 
or Grant, was once on Butler's staff iu New Or- 
jeans and picked up a book on astronomy ib an old 
book store on Chartres street. That settled his 
fate—and the fate of worlds as well. He became 
an astronomer. He scraped together $1,000 and 
sent itto Queen & Co. and gothim a telescope 
abeut four feet long and three inches thick. Since 
then he has done more work with that little hand- 
glass than all the star-gazersin the country put 
together with their big spyglass in Western New 
York, some thirty feet long, and their other scepes 
in various quarters so big that it takesa steam- 
engine to turn them round. He made application 
to get into the Dearborn Observatory, which rises 
on the South Side in tuis city some seventy feet, 
and carries a spyglass at least two feet across its 
biggest end, but they would not let himin. Then 
he mounted his own little scope on a dry goods 
box in kis own back yard, two biocks away, and he 
squinted through it right patiently till he got up a 
catalogue pf ali the double stars in tae abyss above 
and sent it over to England, It was the completest 
thing of the kind the scientists had ever heard of, 
and forthwith they put a wreath on his 
fame and made him a member of 
the Royal Astronomical Society—an honor 
bestowed before on one American. 
Then the big Dearborn telescope swung around his 
way and tuey sent a committee to invite him to 
join their royal nibs in spying at the moon, but he 
did not go. He kept on squinting through his own 
little 7x9 concern and discovered a lot of 
stars that no mundane man had ever dreamed be- 
longed in the family of spueres. and by and by a 
big convention of scientists appointed Burnham to 
go out tothe Rocky Mountains and choose a place 
to locate the tamous Lick telescope which a ricu 
Californian had left the money to raise.

Burnham picked up his grip and his little spy- 
glass—taithfuil servitor of fame and science—and 
buried himself in tke heart of nature. He lived 
alone on a snow-capped peak where he got so near 
to the heavenly group that he felt he could hear 
them sing aud he earned some things of their in- 
ner life that earthly man had never known before, 
He put it all down in the books and tuere it stands 
to-day, and there it willstand forever along with the 
name of Burnham and his little one-horse spy-glass.

But now he has got a new crank for you and 1 
call it a crank —we who live with our feet on the 
earth and know not what it is to picnic with the 
pianets. Photography is bis latest hobby, and at 
the last convention of the American Natioual Pho- 
tographers’ Society he gave their oldest sages some 
points that made their eyes open wide and their 
jaws haug down, and they put their heads together 
and, whispering, wondered if g second Daniel had 
not come among them. Burnham, you see, had 
been down to New Jersey on the shore of the 
sounding deep and had got up a double-back-acting 
camera with which ne photographed the very 
waves in motion and caught the sea-foam as it 
glistened in the sun. He snapped the thing so Often 
and caught so,much sea-foam instanter that he Kind 
of busted the trigger,” and he had to stop ex- 
periments, but there were the results, and it made 
the sages stare.
